Commissioner Neill has held daily 
sessions with both engineers and mem­ 
bers of the railroads’ committee for 
nearly a week, but neither side has 
conceded a point nor has been willing 
to yield anything toward harmony. 
Warren S. Stone, grand chief of the 
engineers, telegraphed for the mem 
hers of the executive committee of 
the engineers’ order and declared that 
likelihood of conciliation was small. 
It will not affect all of the roads at 
once, but would begin with some of the 
most important and continue until all 
of the roads interested are tied up. 
Three roads in the West not in­ 
volved in the wage controversy are the 
Denver and Rio Grande, the Colorado 
Midland and the Western Pacific. 


NEGRO HELD ON SUSPICION 


Bodies of Three Victims Found 
in 
Ruins of Burned Farmhouse. 
Durham, N. C„ 
Dec. 
21—Three 
charred bodies found in the ruins of 
the burned home of J. L. Sanders 
near Hester, twenty miles from here, 
and strands of a girl's hair discovered 
in a pool of blood in the yard, led to 
the arrest an hour later of Nathan 
Montague, a young negro, on charges 
of criminal assault, murder and arson. 
The negro was rushed to Durham for 
safekeeping to prevent possible at­ 
tempts to lynch and will be trans­ 
ferred to the state penitentiary fol­ 
lowing an inquest which is to be held 
later. 
The bodies are believed to be 
those of Mr. Sanders, ids daughter, 
Mary Sanders, and his little two-year- 
old granddaughter. 
Neighbors 
dis­ 
covered the Sanders home on fire. 
The house was burned to the ground 
in a short time and when the three 
members of the family were found to 
he missing a search of the premises, 
including the ruins, was made. 
At a 
spot in the yard near where the house 
had stood there was a large pool of 
blood. 
Soon afterwards the bodies 
were discovered, completing the evi­ 
dence of the fearful tragedy. 
One of 
the neighbors identified the knife as 
belonging to Montague. 
Acting upon 
this information, Sheriff Wilson went 
at once to Montague’s home and ac­ 
cused him of committing the crime. 
The negro was covered with blood, 
it is alleged, and was trembling with 
fear. 
He offered resistance, but was 
subdued and taken into custody.

King George Unexpectedly Sends for 
Mr. Asquith, 


London, Dec. 21.—The king unex­ 
pectedly summoned the prime min­ 
ister to london from Edinburgh. The 
nature of the conference which his 
majesty is 
to have with 
Mr. As­ 
quith is, of course, not known, but it 
is likely that the general political as­ 
pect will be gone Into thoroughly. 
King George has taken a marked 
interest in the recent general elec­ 
tions and it is certain he has no wish 
to see another dissolution of parlia­ 
ment for a long time, 
As the new parliament now stands, 
the Liberal government, in coalition 
with the Nationalists, regular and in­ 
dependent, and the Labor members, 
holds 398 seats as against 272 held by 
the Unionists, a majority of 126. The

Hitchcock, shows that the number of 
postoffices in operation on June 30, 
1910, was 59,580, 
The gross revenue 
of the postal service during the fiscal 
year amounted to $224,128,657.62, an 
increase of $20,566,247.55. 
The ex­ 
penditures for the year aggregated 
$229,977,224.50, an increase of $8,973,- 
121.61. 
The deficit was $5,848,566.88, 
as compared with $17,441,719.82 for 
the preceding 
year. 
Although 
the 
business of 
the 
postal 
service 
in­ 
creased during the last fiscal year 
more than IO per cent the expendi- > 
tures decreased from an average of 
8.06 per cent for each of the ten 
years preceding to 4.06 per cent in 
1910. 
j 
An urgent recommendation is made 
that, in the event of the death of a 
postoffice clerk in the line of his 
duty, provision be made for the pay­ 
ment of a reasonable sum to his heirs, 
precisely as is now done in the event 
of the death of a railway mail clerk 
In the line of duty. 
It is shown that 
the increasing use of 
labor 
saving 
machinery in the modern city post­ 
office makes greater the liability to 
accidents. 
It is the policy of the department, 
as shown by the report, not to require 
any more work in postoffices on Sun­ 
days and holidays than is absolutely 
necessary. 
To this end an endeavor 
is being made to bring about a great­ 
er degree of uniformity in the amount 
of Sunday work in postoffices and to 
provide for one flay of rest la seven 
for each employe.

the tooth takes a chisel-like bevel, 
leaving a thin, slightly projecting edge 
of hard enamel as sharp as any car­ 
penter’s tool fresh from the oilstone.

strength, and thus the combination 
forms a formidable tool, which ac­ 
tually sharpens itself by use.

valuation of $3,365,288,779.

nage of the harbor is now exceeded by 
but two ports in the United States— 
New York and Philadelphia, 
From 
the figures given by Colonel Pitch it 
appears that the cost of government 
improvements has been less than one- 
fifth of I per cent of the value of the 
freight 
transported. 
The 
vessel 
freight of Duluth-Superior harbor for 
1909 was 32,529,301 tons, which was 
56 per cent of the freight w hich passed 
through the Sault locks that year The 
Duluth-Superior harbor now has sev­ 
enteen miles of twenty-foot channels.

peror added the pandects, the insti­ 
tutes and the novels. 
These compila 
tions were known as the Corpus Juris 
Civiles, or body of civil law.

tinian code is still the basis of all 
French law’, and many of its princi­ 
ples are even to this day operative in 
the state of Louisiana.—New York 
American.

Sumptuary laws arc laws, now gen­ 
erally obsolete, enacted iii the sup­ 
posed interest of public morals to re­ 
strain extravagance in private expend­ 
iture, especially in matters of fo-'d, 
dress and amusements. They abound­ 
ed in ancient Greece and Rome and 
found great favor iii tile legislation of 
England from the time of Edward IL 
(1307-1327) to that of tile reformation 
(1517). 
They existed in France as 
early as the time of Charlemagne 
(768-814) anti continued to be enacted 
as late as the seventeenth century, hut 
in neither country do they appear to 
have been enforced to any great ex­ 
tent. 
Sumptuary laws were repealed 
in England iii 1856.
